Although his audience was a body 
composed principally of retail druggists, 
in his address before the American 


Pharmaceutical Association at Los An- 


geles last month, President Oldberg 
said some things which appeal more 
strongly to the manufacturing and

In view of the fact 
that the decennial year, in which the 
United States Pharmacopeial Conven- 
tion is to meet, is only a few months 
away, and the further fact that the 
actual work of revising the Pharma- 
copcia will commence next May, con- 
sideration of what the official book 
should and contain timely. Of 
course President Oldberg touched upon 
pharmacopeial matters in his address, 
and as the Pharmacopoeia and the Na- 
tional Formulary have been linked to- 
gether by law one can hardly refer 
to the one without mentioning the oth- 
er; at any rate, the speaker to whom 
we are now referring did not. Said 
President Oldberg:—

done very much for the progress of 
American pharmacy. Let us fairly and 
freely acknowledge our indebtedness to 


them. Let us freely recognize the fact 
that many chemical and pharmaceutical 
products of great value must of necessity 


always be made by the manufacturing 
laboratories. Let us go further and 
freely admit that the promising ‘“propa- 
ganda in favor of U. S. P. and N. F. 
preparations’’ would be in great danger 
of utter defeat if competent pharmacists 
permit themselves to be held responsible 


for unfit products made and dispensed by 
the incompetent. Any retail druggist 
lacking the knowledge and skill required 


to make satisfactory U. S. P, and N, F. 
preparations will be sure to do infinite 
harm to his own business as well as to 


the cause of pharmacy if he has so little 
to try to make those prepara- 
himself instead of procuring them 
some trustworthy manufacturer, 
No manufacturer could the 
matter to retail druggists his 
standpoint more plainly, more convinc- 
than this. In theory the retail 
should his own manufac- 
turing pharmacist, should 
pare many of his own chemicals, and 
should assure himself of the purity and 
of all the drugs in his store

AMERICAN CONSULS ON THE 
SOYA BEAN INDUSTRY. 


concerning the Soya 
bean appeared the Reporter last 
June, the product has had extensive 
advertising, and appears now to be set- 
tling down to a regular and important 
place in the commerce of Europe. It 
has been recognized, too, by the tariff 
framers of the United States and given 
a distinctive place on the free list. As 
yet, however, it has not become a fac- 
tor in the local markets, though it has

made itself felt as a substantial com- 
petitor of some of our oil and cake 
products in Europe. So substantial has 
become the demand for the bean in 
Europe that the Chinese authorities, 
alive to trade possibilities, have pro- 
posed an export duty in order to en- 
courage the manufacture and export 


of the oil and by-products in and from 
their own country. If tax of this 
kind becomes operative, and is made 


high enough to be effective, it may 
spoil a highly renumerative crushing 


business in the United Kingdom. The 
Chinese manufacturers, however, will 
have to improve materially upon old 


methods, for the English crushers were 
able to take the Chinese cake and from 
it extract sufficient oil to make the 
process lucrative. tt may be presumed, 
however, that the Chinamen will adopt 
European methods and machinery. We 
in fact, that late there has 
a radical improvement made in 
the efficiency of the Manchurian plants. 

The latest addition to soya bean lit- 
erature, so to speak, comes in the form 
issued by the Bureau of 
Department of Com-

The work, which comprises a series 
of consular reports upon the bean, 


was undertaken at the request of man- 


ufacturers of cottonseed products in 


this country who were naturally anx- 
ious to get all authenticated informa- 
tion possible upon an article which 


promised to play such a prominent part 
in the oil and fodder markets of the 
world. The reports of the consuls, 
therefore, at points of production and 
consumption, will be reviewed with 
much interest. 

From Consul-General Leo A. Berg- 
holz, of Canton, we learn that the prin- 
cipal ports of export in Manchuria are 
Chefoo, Kiachow, 
Yacnow, Hankow, Wuhu, Nanking, 
Chinkiang, Shanghai, Hangchow and 
Swatow, and that the quantity export- 
during 1907 was 
at $7,318,648, 
shipped to 
Japan. The consul Newchwang 
writes that accurate of the 
bean production in Manchuria are not 
obtainable, and that considerable al- 
lowanceé must be made for any esti- 
mates, The outturn has been reckoned 
at between 40,000,000 and 50,000,000 cen- 
tals, or The bean 
of three varieties, green and 
black, the yellow yielding the highest 
percentage of oil. These beans, when 
soaked in water, produce a_ sprout 
which is eaten as a vegetable. The 
green and the black beans produce oil, 
but they are not as productive as the

As to the method of cultiva- 
tion, the consul wrote:—“The seed is 
sown by hand in April and the crop 
is harvested in September. In other 
districts the sowing is done as late as 
July and the harvesting in October. 
About 20 pounds of seed are required 
to the acre, and the production is from 


yellow. 





25 to 40 bushels of 40 pounds. In har- 
vesting the vines are cut with a 
Chinese sickle and conveyed to a 


threshing bed, which is merely a plot 
of hard ground, where they are spread 
out for threshing, which is done by a 
stone roller drawn by a horse. The 
beans are then gathered from the 
ground and winnowed.” It would seem 
from this description that the Chinese 
farmer stands greatly in need of 
American agricultural machinery, and 
the importance of the product may 
perhaps lead to its adoption now that 
the door is open so wide to American 
commerce. What with improved agri- 
cultural methods and the mills lately 
introduced, the industry should make 
rapid strides. The average price of

According to the consuls the methods 
of preparing the cake in China are 
somewhat primative, but the actual 
expressing of the oil by modern mills 
might be considered as ‘“‘up to date.” 


As an example of the vaitue of money 
and the small way in which manufac- 
turing is sometimes done in China, the 
consul says, that of 70 factories in Che- 
the largest employs 12 workmen 
who earn the munificent stipened of 6 
cents per day each. He reckons the 
gross per diem earning of such an es- 


foo, 


tablishment at $4.20. Deducting 72 
cents for wages, the net earnings, 
without allowance for wear and tear, 


interest on capital, etc., would be $3.48. 
This, he said, is considered in China, as 
a lucrative enterprise. 

The consul at Shantung describes the 


harvesting of the bean. The vines in 
his district, he writes, are grown on 
wooden frames in the form somewhat 


of an arbor. The vines are cut by hand 
with a sort of native sickle and are left 
to dry on the hillsides. 

We learn from Vice-Consul-General 
Babbitt of Yokohama that the soya 
bean is cultivated throughout the Em- 
pire of Japan, and that the total area 
under cultivation comprises about 1,- 
200,000 acres or about 3.8 per cent. of 
the area devoted to rice and other ce- 
The time for sowing, he says, is 
May 20 and June 10 in the 
and eastern prefectures, but 
in the western districts seed is sown 
as early as April. The harvesting is 
done in a way as primitive as in China. 
The plants are uprooted, dried in the 
sun, and threshed with an ordinary 
bamboo flail by women and children. 

The average crop of soya beans per 
acre in Japan is about 15.30 bushels, 
the richest yield being in Ishikawa on 
the west coast, where the average runs 
as high as 21.62 bushels per acre. The 
poorest production in the South, 
where some districts are credited with 
only 8.48 bushels per acre. The cost 
of production is estimated at $9.78 per 
acre, but is difficult to determine, ow- 
ing to the fact that so few farmers 
make more than a side issue of it, and 
it is principally sown around the edges 
of other grain fields. The Japanese evi- 
dently do not consider the production 
of the soya bean a profitable undertak- 
ing, as while they import great quan- 
tities, and carry on a large trade in 
Europe in the bean and its products, 
they devote comparatively little atten- 
tion to its cultivation in their own coun- 
try. 

As to the markets and marketing of 
the soya products in Europe much has 
already appearéd in the columns of the 
Reporter, but it at all times inter- 
esting to hear what our foreign trade 
representatives have to say:—

competed with cottonseed cake, but 
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that lately the soya cake has come in | 
as a sort of strong third party. 
England, he says, furnishes the main 
supply, but Danish mills have begun to 
import beans on their own ac count and 
to establish a new. domestic crushing 
industry. In France agricultural inter- 
ests apparently are sufficiently strons 
to keep out foreign competitors with 
domestic products, for the French tar- 
iff on the soya bean is so high as tuo 
effectually shut it out of that coun- 
try. Neither is any interest shown in 
the oil and cake. So far, in Germany 
the introduction of soya products has 
not met with much success. For rea- 
sons probably best known to themselves 
the Germans have not taken hold 
of the industry, and from what our 
consuls write they are prejudiced 
against the fodder and have compara- 
tively little use for the oil. Italy is 
another country which might afford a 
moderately good field, but which has 
not been induced to come into the soya 
market. The richness of the country in 
oil seed products, however, must neces- 
sarily operate against the introduction 





of a new one. 

Holland has shown some 
the soya bean, and apparently has been 
willing to experiment to some extent, 
but the Consul-General at Rotterdam 
writes that the Dutch are slow to take 
up the soya products extensively, as 
they have for so many years been 
wedded to linseed and cottonseed, It will 
likely be a question of price in the 
Netherlands, and this price will prob- 
ably have to be an attractive one to cre- 
ate a lucrative market. At Amsterdam, 
however, some crushing mills have 
been established, and a small quantity 
of the raw material has been imported. 
Norway has taken kindly to the soya 
product, which is said to compete on 
quite favorable terms with cottonseed. 
In Sweeden, English merchants have 
done some business in soya oil, which 
has to a great extent replaced corn 
oil, owing to the high prevailing prices 
of the latter. The cake, however, has 
not apparently received much favor. 

Concerning the soya bean in the 
United Kingdom the consuls but con- 
firm what we have already extensively 
published. It has taken hold, so to 
speak, and a permanent and some- 
what extensive industry seems to have 
been established, favored by the many 
uses which can be found in a great 
manufacturing country for the various 
bean products.

Potter, Boston, shows a valuation of 
$1,300,000. When the estate of Mrs. 
Sarah E. Potter, widow of the late 
William B. Potter, of the same firm, 


was settled a year ago, more than $4,- 
000,000 was distributed, largely in pub- 
lic bequests. Among the beneficiaries 
was the Massachusetts College of Phar- 
macy. 

George H. Scidmore, of 
Nagasaki, reports that he is informed 
by the manager of the Bishi Dockyard 
and Engine Works, of that port, that 
on account of the heavy import duties 
on oil now imposed by the Japanese 
government, the steamship Genyo 
Maru, a sister ship to the Tenyo Maru 
and the Chiyo Maru, and two tank 
steamships ordered by the Toyo Kisen 
Knaisha, will be constructed to burn 
coal instead of oil fuel.

Thomas Baxter, who was the captain 
of the Harrison Athletic Association 
baseball team, was drowned on Sep- 
tember 1, while hunting for reed birds 
in Darby Creek. Mr. Baxter was thir- 
ty-one years of age, and was the fore- 
man of the acetic acid manufacturing 
plant of Harrison Brothers & Co., Inc. 
His funeral, which was attended by 
a number of the company's employes, 
occurred on September 5. He is sur- 
vived by his widow and five children. 

A press clipping received from Con- 
sul-General E. T. Williams, of Tient- 
sin, China, states that work has begun 
on the development of the oil fields of 
Sakhalin Island, the developing com- 
pany expecting to have their products 
on the market before the end of the 
current year. European capital is at 
present interested in the venture, but 
it is stated that, should the expecta- 
tions of the company be realized, the 
concern will eventually become wholly 
Chinese. 

Notwithstanding the increasing 
amount of soap manufactured locally, 
the importations into Japan continue 
to be of some magnitude. Toilet soap 
was purchased in 1908 to the extent of 
$205,000, of which Germany, France, 
the United Kingdom and Austria con- 
tributed $80,000, $50,000, $35,000 and $25,- 
000, respectively. Washing soap to the 
value of $115,000 came into the country, 

nearly half of this being of French 
manufacture, and the rest British and 
American. 


Consul William Coffin, of Tripoli-in- 
farbary, reports that one of the 
largest sponge buyers of Tripoli, who 
has had many years of experience in 
the Mediterranean sponge trade, has 
just returned from a business trip to 
Europe and states that in his opinion 
au noticeable drop in prices is bound to 
come before very long. It appears that 
during the past year prices have been 
maintained at a high mark; as a re- 
sult, sales have been slow and Eu- 
ropean distributers are heavily over- 
stocked with sponges. 


The quantity of gypsum mined in the 
United States during 1908, according to 
figures compiled by the Geological Sur- 
vey, was 1,721,829 short tons, as com- 
pared with 1,751,748 tons mined in 1907, a 
decrease of 29,919 tons, or 1.7 per cent. 
The total value of the gypsum products 
in 1908 was $4,138,560, as compared 


with $4,942,264 in 1907, a decrease of 
$803,704, or 16.7 per cent. The gypsum 
which is imported into the United 


States comes almost wholly from Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick and is near- 
ly all calcined and converted into wall 
plasters by plants alone th > seaboard 
as far east as Red Beach, Me. 





During the first quarter of the cur- 
rent year 578,900 kilos of ozokerit, 
valued at $175,000, and 6,965,100 kilos 
ot paraffin wax, valued at $91,000, were 
exported from Austria-Hungary. In 
each case a substantial increase is re- 
corded. 


John F, Belsterling, treasurer and 
general manager for Aschenbach & 
Miller, wholesale druggists; Charles H. 
Silvey, the Philadelphia manager for 
the Armstrong Cork Company, and 
John H. Mooney, of C. Bischoff & Co., 
dyestuffs, were a trio of prominent 
members of the trade who, last week, 
spent much of their vacations on the 
bowling alleys at Atlantic City.

A British consular report on the 
trade of Poland for 1908 states that 
there was great depression on the mar- 
ket for sulphuric acid due to the bad 


condition of the iron and textile in- 
dustries, and owing to German com- 
petition. All works are syndicated and 


a comparatively high price is main- 
tained on the market, resulting in a 
small production of about 40 to 50 


of the maximum output of 
the works. There was practically no 
demand for hydrochloric acid and 
prices fell, so that in many cases con- 
tracts were made with considerable 
losses, only in order to enable works 
to get rid of their stocks. The con- 
sumption of nitric acid was practically 
the same as in 1907, but prices were 
lower, owing to the fall in saltpeter. 
Generally speaking, 1908 was a_ bad 
year for the chemical industry, which 
depends entirely on the more or less 
satisfactory state of the iron and tex- 
tile industries. German chemicals were 
imported in large quantities.

How a “Mutual” Drug Company 
Divides Its Profits 


INTERESTING FACTS BROUGHT OUT IN 
DEPOSITION OF THE SECRETARY OF 
A PROFIT - SHARING CONCERN— 
CASH REBATES MADE ON 
AMOUNT OF PURCHASES. 

The wholesale drug trade is more or 
less interested in the establishment of 
buying clubs in different sections of the 
country in their methods of business and 
in the relations between them and the 

manufacturers of proprietary articles. 

lit is claimed by these clubs that they 
stand in the same relation to the manu- 
facturer as any other organization or firm, 
trading in a wholesale way; that they are 
in fact, bona fide wholesale purchasers 
of goods and that they conform to the 
customs and rules of the trade as pre- 
scribed by the proprietors, in other words, 
that they do not cut prices as fixed by 
the manufacturer. 

A suit, brought by one, S. P. Rockwell, 
against the Mutual Drug Company of 
Ohio, throws a light of a different shade 
upon the contention, The suit was brought 


by the piaintiff to have a receiver ap- 
pointed for the company upon. the 
grounds that it was being mismanaged, 


The court eventually decided that the Mu- 
tual Drug Company had not been mis- 
managed, and that even if it were the 
plaintiff in the action had no rights in 
the premises, as he was not a shareholder, 
This act is nothing here or there. ‘The 
points of interest were brought out in 
the deposition of the secretary of the 
cempany, which is of the so-called buying 
club variety. in regard to the methods of 
buying and selling goods and of distri- 
buting protits H. J. Mayers, secretary of 
the drug concern, testified that “trading 
members" were entitled to buying privi- 
leges of the organization, which he de- 
scribed as the right of participation’? in 
the division of profits between the cost of 
the goods and the selling or list prices. 


The goods, he said, were bought by the 
retaier at the universal list price of the 
drug business for proprietary and all 


kinds of medicines, The retail druggists in 
tne organization participated in the casn 
discount for 10 days, payment ranging 
from 3 to 7 per cent. At first the Mutual 
Drug Company, he testified, had acted as 
brokers and sold goods which they did 
not handle, from John D. Park & Son 
und others. Goods dealt in in this way 
were simply billed to individual members 
of the company, and the company re- 
ceived a commission of 2 per cent. Later 
the concern secured its own merchandise 
and under the new system the average 
sross protits rose to 7 or 74% per cent., 
sometimes rising as high as 15 per cent, 

The witness was asked how these profits 
were distributed. Whether the company 
allowed a7 per cent. discount to its mem- 
bers. ‘lt did not all go at 7 per cent,’ 
he said. ‘It varied. Sometimes we billed 
out at 3 per cent., sometimes at 5 per 
cent. and sometimes at 7 per cent.”” It 
would average, he testified, probably 5 per 
cent. or a fraction more. After allowing 
for these discounts the company made a 
gross profit in its sale of practically lw 
per cent. on the average, out of which 
were paid the cost of advertising and run- 
ning expenses. The billing system was ex- 
plained as follows:— 

“Under our new billing system we bill 
our trading members goods as the regular 
schedule price, the same as any other 
jobber in the country, the druggist pays 
for it at the same ratio, then at the end 
of the month we charge up operating ex- 


penses. Say, for instance, we had done 
20,000 worth of business and our. ex- 
penses are $1,200 for the month, and we 


made 15 per cent. gross profit on the busi- 
ness, which would be $3,000, then we charge 
back our operating expenses, which, say, 
is 5 per cent., and that 5 per cent, is 
charged back and the difference between 
that 5 per cent, operating expenses and 
the profits goes back to the druggist, and 
the cash discount which we get for dis- 
counts in our business takes care of the 
dividends of the capital stock. These 
average 2%. per cent.” 
On further questioning the secretary of 
the Mutual Company explained that the 
custom was to bill the trading member 
at the full amount of the universal drug 
‘ist price, and later, after the bill had 
been paid, to rebate the discount allowed 
by the manufacturers to wholesale houses, 
less a percentage to cover advertising 
and running expenses. The cash discount 
received by the company for discounting 
its bills, usually 2 per cent., was applied 
towards the payment of dividends on the 
capital stock of the concern. The rebate 
payments were made by check. If a trad- 
ing member failed to meet his obligation 
when due he was penalized 1 per cent. for 
each week that the bill remained unpaid. 

In addition to the allowance described 
the Mutual Company earned extra profits 
in way of free goods which, in this case, 
ihe witness testified aggregated from $100

LINSEED OIL, CAKE AND MEAL, 

The export demand for linseed oil cake 
is reported as quiet. Some crushers are 
still holding their quotations for prompt 
shipment cuke at $29 per ton, while others 
have mac sules at as low as $28, October 
eabourd shipment, during the week. This 
is regarded as rock bottom price, however. 

‘rushers anticipate that, with winter ap- 
pane lly with its natural heavy con- 
sumption of feeding-stuffs, there will be 
a material improvement in demand and a 
consequent advance in cake prices.

The cake is to 
xo over the Illinois Central road to New 
Orleans. Another oil mill booked 2,000 tons 
over the same route, and is reported to 
nave reserved additional ocean space di- 
rect with ship brokers in New Orleans.

The Gulf route has heretofore 
to offer inducements to the oil 
export cake in the way of cheaper freight 
rates than those available via the Atlan- 
tic seaboard and, consequently, much cake 
has been shipped that way in the past.

Annual Meeting of the N. A. BR. D. 


On Thursday evening last adjourned 
the eleventh annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists, 
held in the Sealbach Hotel, Louisville, 
Ky., with President W. 8S. Elkin, Jr., of 
Atlanta, in the chair. The convention 
had been largely attended, the register 
showing no less than 1,500 names, while 
the number of accredited delegates was 
278. 

According to the report of Treasurer 
Coleman, the gross receipts of the organ- 
ization for the year were $76,000, of which 
amount about $19,000 was brought in by 
N. A. R. D. Notes, the association's of- 
ficial organ, 

Again price protection was the rallying 
ery of the members, and they expressed 
their determination not to advertise in 
their paper any proprietary medicine 
whose retail price was not protected and 


whose cost was out of what they con- 
sidered to be a fair proportion to that 
price. P 

The principle of co-operation among 


druggists in commercial matters was in- 
dorsed by the meeting, which means that 
co-operative manufacturing, co-operative 
buying, co-operative insurance, etc., has 
the approval of the body. 

The druggists also went on record as 
being in favor of patent-law reform, as 
being opposed to obscene medical adver- 
tising, and as deprecating the tendency 
manifested more especially in ‘‘dry”’ ter- 
ritory to cloak saloons behind drug store 
fronts. They refused to make a _ pro- 
posed change in the association’s consti- 
tution which would bar from holding of- 
fice in it men connected with other drug- 
gists’ organizations incorporated more for 
private gain than for public benefaction.

Edible Oils in Turkey. 
GOVERNMENT AGENT BRODE 

FROM CONSTANTINOPLE 

ING PROSPECTS OF COTTON 
SEED OIL IN THE LEVANT. 

Washington, Sept. 10, 1909. 

Julien L. Brode, the cotton oil expert of 

the Bureau of Manufactures, has for- 

warded from Constantinople, under date

of August 10, the following report upon 
the edible oil trade of Turkey :— 

Before June 1, 1907, cottonseed oil was not 
allowed to enter ‘Turkey unless it had been 
revdered unfit for edible purposes. fhrough 
the efforts, however, of Ambassador J. G. A. 
Leishman, when the proposition to allow Tur- 
key to raise her duties from S per cent. to 1i1 
per cent. ad valorem was before the Powers, 
the proposition was accepted that cottonseed 


oil should be allowed to enter Turkey without 
being denatured, This was followed by a large 
increase in the importation of the American 
product, which increased trom 14,272 gallons 
in 1907 to 458, gallons for the year ended 
June 30, 1908, nd to 1,750,000 gallons for 
June 30, 1909. These figures do not include the 
English cottanseed oil, of which there has 
been imported during the last year 600,000 
gallons. 
Cottonseed oil is 
very favorable circumstances. The olive crop 
Was very short, and olive oil has been searce, 
high and of poor quality. Around Constanti- 
nople there is produced about 1,500 tons. ‘This 
is raised in the districts of Gheumlek and 
Artaki, where most of the fruit is preserved 
and not crushed. Until the present season 
there was considerable olive oil imported at 
Constantinople from Mitylene and other islands 
of the archipelago, but this has largely been 
supplanted by cottonseed oil. The inhabitants, 
always on the lookout for something cheap, 
found in cottonseed oil a more palatable prod- 
uct for considerable less money than the olive 
oil offered them. At first the dealers mixed 
the cottonseed oil with olive oil and sold the 
mixed product as olive oil, but the buyers 
soon discovered this fact, and now most of 
them demand the pure cottonseed oil. It is 
quite common to hear the consumer ask in the 
retail shops for his favorite brand of American 
cottonseed oil. He can scarcely pronounce the

words, but he will examine the labels on the 
barrels, and no English or substitute oils can 
be shoved off on him. ‘The inhabitants here 


are very conservative, and when a brand sults 
they dislike to change. It is, therefore, recom- 
mended that labels, written in Greek and 
Turkish, giving the brand of the American 
cottonseed oils, be supplied the importing 
agents for distribution among the retailers, 
who can label the small packages of cotton- 
seed oil with the brands they contain. This 
will educate the consumer to the flavor of the 
American brands and prevent the dealer from 
substituting English and French cottonseed 
oil, peanut oil and sesame oil when these 
oils may happen to be cheaper. In 1907 there 
were about 30,000 barrels of sesame oil shipped 


to Constantinople, but the cottonseed oil has 
supplanted this to a great extent, and this 
season there has been used here hardly 1,000 


oil. 

TO COTTONSEED OIL. 

of cottonseed oil into Turkey has 
had some bitter opposition from the olive oil 
speculators. During last February, in the 
town of Panderma, the town doctor refused to 
permit the sale of a shipment of cottonseed 
oil which arrived there. He declared it was 
poisonous, The American consul sent a rep- 
resentative to Panderma, who was there twenty 
days before the matter was satisfactorily set- 
tied. Lately at Carabiga the same thing hap- 
pened, The matter has now been taken up 
through the American embassy here and, it is 
hoped, will s« be settled. 

On the of Mitylene a shipment of 
cottonseed oil was seized and narrowly es- 
eaped destruction. The importer had to reship 
it at onee for Smyrna. On the island of 
Mitylene there is every year a large quantity 
of soap manufactured. The soap makers, be- 
because the town authorities would give no pro- 
tection to shipments of cottonseed oil, are now 
compelled to pay 120 francs ($23.16) per 100 
kilos (10.5 cents per pound) for olive oil, when 
the cottonseed oil at 72 francs ($11.89) per 100 
kilos (6.3 cents per pound) would answer their 
purpose just as well. One Mitylene manufac- 
turer made his soap in Marseilles this season, 
but owing to local prejudice against the Mar

seilles product, buyers here refused to accept 
it on their contracts, and the manufacturer 
Was compelled to ship his soap to Mitylene 
and there remake it before he could sell it. 
The soap makers of Mitylene use annually 
15,000 tons of oil. This equals 75,000 barrels, 
and it is thought that much cottonseed oil 
would be used were an American consular 
agent there to protect the shipments of this 
product, Every important nation except the 
United States is represented at Mitylene by 
a consular agent. Owing to the many ignor- 
ant prejudices encountered tin introducing cot- 
tonseed oil in this market, one of the leading 
importers here had the official chemist of the 
goverment make a test as to its purity, whole- 
someness, etc. The report was published in a 
jocal paper with good effect.

of cottonseed oil, but in limited quantities, 


until the new olive crop comes on the market 
at the end of November. There is no way to 


determine how much olive oil is now on hand 
in all of Turkey, but it is thought none will 
be carried over to the next crop. By far the 
largest supply is at Mitylene, where there is 
said to be 15,000 barrels. A part of this will 
be worked into soap and the balance shipped 
to Russia, where much olive oil is used in 


churches. The Russian buyers have not filled 
their requirements, and must before the 
new olive crop, as then it will be too late, as 
their ports will be closed. 

THE OLIVE OIL CROP. 

On an average crop the total olive ofl pro- 
duction of all of Turkey is about 60,000 to 
75,000 tons, of which about 25 per cent. is 
exported and the rest used for home consump- 
tion—edible purposes and soap making. The 
new crop is expected to be an average one. 
The fruit is doing nicely. September is the 
criticai month, and until this is past close pre- 
dictions are not possible. The opening price, 
it is thought, will be about 95 to 100 francs per 
100 kilos (62 to 67 cents per gallon) for me- 
dium grades. If the crop matures up to pres- 
ent expectations, a decline to 80 francs per 100 
kilos (52% cents per gallon) is expected for the 


winter months, which has been the average 
price in average crop years. Dealers in Con- 
stantinople state that cottonseed oil will con- 


tinue to find an outlet here so long as it can 
be bought 15 per cent. cheaper, duty paid, than 


olive oil. When prices are nearer together it 
is thought the olive oil will be bought in 
preference. However, the cottonseed oil has 
many merits of its own, and the writer looks 
forward to some sale, even at the price of 
olive oil. It is thought the Turkish govern- 
ment will take no steps to change the present

Second International Congress for the 
Repression of Adulteration and 


Frauds in Food and Drugs. 
MEETING TO BB HELD IN PARIS NEXT 
OCTOBER UNDER THE AUSPICES OF 
THE UNIVERSAL SOCIETY OF THE 
WHITE CROSS OF GENEVA. 


The Second International Congress un- 
der the auspices of the White Cross So- 
ciety will be held in Paris, October 17-24 
(inclusive), 19099. The meeting will be held 
under the patronage of the Minister of 
Agriculture, the Minister of the Interior, 
president of the Council; the Minister of 
Commerce, the Under Secretary of State 
for the War Department, the President of 
the Municipal Council of the City of Paris 
and the President of the General Council 
of the Department of the Seine, Paris. 
The president of the Congress is Dr. 
Bordas, Director of the Laboratories of 
the Ministry of Finance; the vice-presi- 
dent is Dr. Eug. Roux, Chief of the Serv- 
ice for the Repression of Adulteration, at 
the Ministry of Agriculture; the general 
secretary is M. Ch. Franche, 16 Place 
Vendome, Paris, France, to whom all 
communications relating to papers should 
be addressed. 

The congress is divided into three sec- 
tions:—First section, alimentary technolo- 
#Y; second section, hygiene; third section, 
crude drugs, essential oils and crude 
aromatic substances, chemical products 
and mineral waters. 

There are three classes of members, 
first, donating members, those paying 100 
franes ($20) are enrolled as such; second, 
titulary members, any person, society, or 
corporate body having paid twenty francs 
($4) is entitled to become a titulary mem- 
ber; third, associate members, any person 
belonging to the family of a donor or 
titulary member who pays the sum of ten 
frances ($2) may be an associate member. 
Associate members do not receive the 
publications of the congress, nor partici- 
pate in the voting or debates. ‘They are, 
however, invited to all official fetes and 
receptions and are entitled to any rebate 
for traveling expenses and to attend the 
sittings of the congress. 

Important questions concerning the 
adulteration and misbranding of food and 
drugs will be discussed in the congress 
and actions taken thereon. State Dairy 
and Food Commissioners, food and drug 
officials of the various States and muni- 
cipalities and manufacturers of and deal- 
ers in foods and drugs are invited to be- 
come members and take an active part in 
the proceedings of the congress by at- 
tendance in person, presentation of papers 
or otherwise. 

Dr. H. W. Wiley has been designated as 
representative of the White Cross Society 
in America and will on request send a 
pamphlet giving full details of the con- 
sress to any intending member. He will 
also undertake to forward to Paris the 
names of subscribers and their fees, if 
the same should be sent to him in Wash- 
ington, Db. C. All persons sending their 
fees directly to Paris are requested to 
send Dr. Wiley their names in order that 
that he may have a complete list of the 
American participants. 

The congress is held at an opportune 
time for American members, since the 
rush of travel eastward is now over, and 
by the time the congress adjourns the 
rush of travel westward will be material- 
ly lessened. The attending members, 
therefore, will not have difficulty in secur- 
ing passage each way. 

The president of the Universal Society 
of the White Cross of Geneva is Professor 
Doctor Ch. Vuille, Geneva, Switzerland; 
the general delegate or manager of the 
society is M. Paul Bolo, Paris, France. 

Intending members are urgently re- 
quested to send names and fees without 
delay to Dr. Wiley, also titles and ab- 
stracts of papers.

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Window Glass Reports. 


Reports from Columbus, Ohio, state that 
at a meeting which was held in that city 
on Thursday of last week, the independent 
window glass manufacturers of Ohio and 
Indiana decided to advance the price of 
window glass seven anda half to 16 
per cent.

A meeting 
of the general organzation has been called 
for Tuesday at Columbus. At last Thurs- 
day’s meeting O. C. Teague was elected 
temporary president and E. A. Riggal 
temporary secretary. The organization is 
expected to be completed in about two 
weeks. The quotations on glass for Ohio 
and Indiana are the same as those adopt- 
ed in West Virginia. Up to the present, 
however, New York quotations have not 
reflected this upward moyement.

The market was active in a small 
way last week; that is to say, there 
was a good demand for small lots of 
spot oil, but futures were neglected. 
The busy season for manufacturing 
consumers is at hand, and none of 
them apparently is well enough sup- 


plied to wait for new oil. 
a difference of about llc. between the 
cost of oil at present and what it is 
likely to cost next month it can readily 
be seen that the stocks of buyers who 
are purchasing oil to-day are well 
cJeaned up, hence, too, the activity all 
round for jobbing parcels. Notwith- 
standing the demand, however, and 
the fact that old oil is not super- 
abundant, the market does not hold 
as firmly as it might. The card price, 
based upon Western and State oil, is 
55c., but even jobbing lots can be had 
for 54 and perhaps 53c. For car lots 
the market is very much unsettled. 
No two. crushers apparently quote 
alike. Some maintain that they are 
firm at 54c., others are willing, they 
Say, to sell at 50c., and it was intimated 
that even 49c. might buy. It matters 
comparatively little, however, what the 
price for round lots is, as the market 
in this respect is practically nominal. 
The only effect of the low quotations is 
to make buyers of smaller quantities 
rather timid. No business was reported 
in futures, as buyers and sellers are 
too far apart and neither as yet are 
willing to chance the future even so 
far as a month ahead. The nominal 
quotations for October-November deliv- 
ery range between 43c. and 45c., but the 
crushers are not at all anxious to enter 
upon these terms, and the figures are 
too high to suit the buyers. New oil 
is just beginning to make its appear- 
ance in a small way, but it will be 
late in the month before it can mate- 
rially effect the market. Card prices 
for jobbing lots are repeated upon the 
basis of raw oil in 5-barrel lots at 55c. 
for State and Western and 56c. for city 
brands.

Linseed Cake and Meal, 

During the latter part of the week 
there was quite a revival of interest on 
the part of European buyers for near- 
by positions and during the four re- 
maining months of the year. Demand 
coming after such a long period of 
activity finds the market without a 
firmly established price, but the views 


of sellers are in the neighborhood of 
$31.50 per ton. Meal is in fairly good 
demand and is quoted at from $33.50 


to $35 per ton. 


Cottonseed Oil, 


While the current and nearby posi- 
tions have reacted slightly from their 
recent high price level the distant fu- 
tures have displayed considerable 
strength, and week-end prices show a 
substantial gain. The decline in the 
nearby options was not unlooked for. 
The recent spirited advance created 
cnormous profits and the temptation of 
some of the longs to cash in was main- 
ly responsible for the movement of 
prices The low cotton crop estimates 
and the continuance of discouraging re- 
ports concerning climatic conditions 
throughout the cotton belt have influ- 
enced more or less buying of the late 
options. The underlying position of 
the general market is apparently un- 
changed, but the broad movement of 
values since the turn of the month has 
made traders conservative in extending 
cominitments. The demand for con- 
suming purposes has not increased ma- 
terially since our last report. Pur- 
chases for actual wants are freer than 
formerly and the aggregate of small 
transactions for the week is said to be 
of satisfactory proportions. Probably 
the compound interests have shown the 
most confidence in the situation. The 
high prevailing prices of lard have 
stimulated the compound business, and 
an excellent movement is reported for 
that product at the present time. The 
soapmakers have shown no unusual 
interest in futures, and appear con- 
tent to await further developments, 
Refiners have bought at intervals dur- 
ing the week, but operations have not 
been of the spectacular character noted 
in our previous report. Europe con- 
tinues to buy moderately of the high 
grade oils, and a fair volume of busi- 
ness is said to have been placed for 
both the Mediterranean and North Eu- 
rope. The export movement from this 
port for the week aggregated 10,814 
barrels, from other ports 2,679 barrels; 
making a total of 13,493 barrels. The 
crude oil market has developed consid- 
erable activity, and prices have dis- 
played a hardening tendency. The ad- 
vance in seed from $20 to $23 a ton is 
firmly reflected in crude prices, and 
sales of several tanks have been re- 
ported at 4.67c. At the close prevailing 
quotations were 4.60c. bid and 4.67c. 
asked. Competitive commodities have 
not aitered materially. Lard remains 
firm in sympathy with the upward 
movement of corn and the light run of 
live hogs at Western packing points.

The foreign demand is report- 
ed to be rather light at present. For 
spot Oil 5.25¢. is asked in car lots, with 
5.40c, named for smaller amounts. The 
export for the week from this port 
amounted to 355 barrels. The inde- 
pendent producers continue to shade 
the established prices. 

OLIVE OIL.—A correspondent in 
Rome, reporting on the conditions of 
the new crop, states that taken all to- 
gether the conditions of the olive trees 
in this country may be considered as 
satisfactory so to promise a good crop. 
Nearly everywhere the flowering was 
plentiful, and in some places even ex- 
ceptionally good. Some damage has 
been done by the prolongated drought 
and by the “cyclonium oleagium,” but 
not in such a measure to influence sen- 


sibly on the result of the crop. There 
are no reports of any important 
damage done by the fly. Also 
from the foreign olive oil pro- 
ducing countries such as Spain, 
France, Portugal, Greece and Asia 
Minor, the reports predict in general 
excelient crops. In the local market 





during the week no new feature was 
noted except that the customs authori- 
ties Officially announced that olive ol 
may hereafter be denatured with oil 
of rosemary and oleoresin of capsicum. 
The price of the denatured oil now 
varies according to the denaturant 
used, and while some grades are quot- 


ing at 95¢c.@$1 others are offering oil 
at 92c. 

PALM OIL.—There was no new de- 
velopment or increased demand noved 


in this market, which is quiet and rou- 
tine. For forward shipments importers 
continue to ask 5%@6c. for prime 
Lagos, according to position and quan- 
tity. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

COD OIL.—The perennial first reports 
of the short run of Newfoundland cod 
are now coming in, but local interests 
are putting but little faith in them, as 
they contend that the season is now in 
its infancy and nothing definite can 
possibly be learned as to the catch. 
Newfoundland cod oil is being quoted 
at 40@42c, in some quarters, with others 
quoting 40c. flat. Domestic is quietly 
firm at 38c. 

LARD OIL.—The volume of business 
now passing is of very small propor- 
tions, as consumers of this oil who can- 
not substitute others for it are buying 
only when actually forced to, For 
prime oil quotations are a shade firm- 
er, With the range of 93@96c. quoted. 
For five-barrel lots the former figure is 
asked. 

MENHADEN OIL.—While the fish- 
ing in the Chesapeake has shown im- 
provement the fish still continue to 


run lean. A press dispatch from 
Beaufort, N. C., under date of Sep- 
tember 9 reads:—‘tAbout half a million 


fish which are used for fertilizing pur- 
poses and which produce an oil which 
is shipped North and used for many 
purposes were caught here to-day by 
the fishermen, and many vessels are 
still fishing.”’ If this refers to the 
menhaden fishing it would appear that 
the main portion of the catch is now 
being taken farther South than usual. 
The status of the Northern catch is 
still unchanged, but is reported to be 
about an average one. Northern and 
Southern crude is held at 23c., f. 0. b. 
fish works and f. o. b. Baltimore, 
respectively. Sales for export were re- 
ported at a price slightly below this. 
Light and brown strained is quoted at 
32@33ce. 

SEAL OIL.—Tanners continue to 
take this oil in a contract way in fair- 
ly large proportions, but trading is 
still mostly confined to this sort of 


business, and a fair jobbing demand. 
Prices are quietly firm on the basis 
of 51@52c., according to test and 


amount. 

SPERM AND WHALE OIL.—The 
Whalemen’s Shipping List reports that 
the New Bedford markets are quiet, 
no sales of either kind being reported. 


Stock at hand now amounts to 1,480 
barrels of sperm and 800 barrels of 
whale. Total imports from January 


1 to September 6 amount to 9,640 bar- 


rels of sperm and 3,300 barrels of 
whale. The bark Wanderer was re- 
ported at sea on August 11 with 1,400 
barrels of sperm on board, the total 
amount since leaving home being 1,- 
950 barrels of sperm. The total amount 
of oil last reported aboard whalers 
at sea amounts to 4,630 barrels of 
sperm and 150 barrels of whale. 
WHALEBONE.—The export for the 


week amounted to 1,537 pounds, valued 


at $6,532, per steamer La Provence for 
Havre.

German Formic Acid Industry. 
Washington, Sept. 10, 1909. 

A report upon the m?qufactvre in Ger- 
many of formic wid and the uses to 
which the product is applied has been re- 
ceived by the I*iteau of Manufactures 
from Consul-Geaernal Robert F. Sisinner, 
of Hamburg, ¢s sollows: - 

According to the best available information 
formic acid has come into the market prom- 
inently within comparatively recent years as a 
Substitute for acetic acid in the dyeing trade. 
Something over a year ago a French manu- 
facturer of pyroligneous products advised me 
that formic acid must still be regarded as in 
the experimental period as a substitute for 
acetic acid, although he considered it, at that 
time, a formidable competitor. 

Formic acid is found in a natural state in 
ants, caterpillars, leaves of fir and pine trees, 
and in the common nettle, and it also forms 
itself in a distillation of sugar, starch and 
tartaric acid. It is extracted commercially by 
heating crystallized oxalic acid with glycerin, 
from which the resulting formie acid is with- 
drawn by means of distillation. There are sev- 
eral patented processes for producing this arti- 
cle, Which is manufactured on a scale of com- 
mercial importance in Germany, only. 


WHAT THE ACID IS USED FOR, 
Chemically pure formic acid is used in small 
quantities for medical purposes, and also to 


some extent in the manufacture of fruit es- 
sences. Its chief commercial application, how- 
ever, is in the dyeing and tanning trades, in 
which its corrosive effece is of great value. 
For dyeing purposes formic acid is now sub- 
stituted in cases in which formerly 30 per cent. 
acetic acid was used As a mixture it is pre- 
ferred to sulphuric acid, because it is harmless 
to thread and ti and produces a more 
equal color effect. In the dye bath it has 
proved to be a better fixing agent than acetic 
acid, and it can be used in connection with all 
kinds of tissues. It gives to mercerized cotton 
the rustling effect of silk, and it is cheaper 
than citric or tartaric acid. In the silk trades 
it is used advantageously to produce the sheen, 
and in the printing of cottons it enables the 
manufacturers to produce a clearer and bright- 
er tone than is produced by acetic acid. It 
may be utilized also for dissolving dyestuffs 
and, in the proportion of five to ten thousand 
parts, as an antiseptic in finished materials.

The most important rofe played by farmic 
acid in dyeing establishments is in connection

transactions, cleaning the market of all offer- 
ings which had accumulated. On Wednesday, 
September 8, turpentine opened the day in a 
firm position, being quoted at 55%c., with 130 
sales, and closed the day firm at 55%c., with 
299 sales, making a total of 429 casks sold dur- 
ing the day. The market opened Thursday, 
September 9, firm, with 165 casks sold at 56c., 
and closed at an advance to 56@56%c., with 
sales of 321 casks as follows:—157 at 5é6c., 
164 at 56%c. Total for the day, 486 casks. 
Market cleaned of offerings. The deadlock 
which began in the spirits market over a week 
ago was broken at Tuesday’s close, when all 
of the naval stores factors got together and 
decided to sell out their total holdings to one 
of the largest buyers on the market at a de- 
cline of 1%c. on the gallon, or about 75c. per 


cask less than the price held at, the buyer 
securing 3,679 casks, equivalent to about 
$100,000, This is the largest one lot of tur- 
pentine which has changed hands on _ the 


Savannah market this season, and goes a long 
way toward placing turpentine in a_ very 
strong position at 55c. and above. Some of 
the most conservative factors now claim that 
from a conservative viewpoint the shortage of 





the crop will be at least 15 per cent. and some 
place it at 20 per cent.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT DEFINES BY 


EXAMPLE THE METHOD OF CALCL- 
LATING THE RELATIVE PROPOR- 
TION OF ALLOWANCE ON THE 
OIL AND CAKE PRODUCED 
FROM A GIVEN QUAN- 
Titt OF SEED. 


Washington, Sept. 10, 1909. 


In accordance with the provisions of 
paragraph 266 of the new tariff act the 
Treasury Department, upon the applica- 
tion of the National Lead Company, has 
revived the regulations of March 29, 1895, 
for the allowance of drawback of duty 
paid on linseed used in the manufacture 
of linseed oil and cake intended for ex- 
port. These regulations were originally 
issued under the authority of the Wilson 
tariff act of 1894, but were revoked by 
the terms of the Dingley tariff law, which 
denied drawback on exported cake. They 
will go into effect at once, but values and 
rates of duty current at the present time 
will be substituted for those specified in 








crushing, steaming and _ pressing, drawback 
will be allowed equal in amount to the duties 
paid on the materials used in the manufacture 
less the legal deduction of 1 per cent. 
In determining the relative quantities and 
values of materials used in the manufacture 
of the oil and ‘‘oil cake,’’ respectively, upon 
which allowance of drawback may be based, 
there shall be taken for each bushel (56 
pounds) of imported seed 19 91/100 pounds 
(2 6354/1000 gallons) of oil and 35 87/100 pounds 
of. ‘‘oil cake.’’ 
The manufacturer's and exporter’s declara- 
tion on the drawback entry shall show the cost 
of the seed used per bushel (56 pounds), and 
the wholesale market values of the oil and 
“oil cake’? at the place of manufacture at 
the time of exportation; and such values, after 
verification, shall be taken in connection with 
the relative quantities above specified as the 
basis of liquidation.

Oxide of Iron. 


The merchandise involved 
by the appraiser as oxide of iron, black, 


was returned 


red, yellow, colors; and ultramarine blue 
and green. Duty was assessed on the 
colors at the rate of 30 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 58, and on the 
ultramarine blue and green at the rate 
of 3% cents per pound under paragraph 
52, tariff act of 1897. The Pacific States 


Supply Co. of San Francisco claimed that 
duty should have been assessed on all 


the merchandise at the rate of % cent 
per pound under paragraph 49 of said act, 
The case was submitted for decision 
without evidence other than the official 
record and samples 

To entitle the protestants to succeed in 
their claim it was incumbent upon them 


to show by a preponderance of competent 
testimony that the classification made by 
the collector was erroneous. In the ab- 





sence of -such proof the protest ws 
overruled. Fisk v. Seeberger (38 Fed. 
Rep., 718). 

Brimstone. 


This protest involved the classification 
of merchandise described on the invoice 
as brimstone. Duty was assessed thereon 
at the rate of $8 per ton under paragraph 
84, tariff act of 1897. McLaughlin, Gorm- 
ley, King Co. of Minneapolis claimed that 
the merchandise was entitled to free 
entry as crude sulphur under paragraph 
674 of said act. 

The witnesses who testified in support 
of the claim of the protestants displayed 
no first hand knowledge of the conditions 
of the merchandise, or treatment’ to 
which it had been subjected before im- 
portation. The onus was on the protest- 
ants to overcome by a preponderance of 
competent evidence the presumption that 


existed in favor of the regularity of the 
collector’s action in assessing duty, and 
as they failed to meet this burden, the 
protest was overruled.

Developments during the _ interval 
have offered little in the way of new 
or important feature, and activity in 
some sections seems to show a slight 
falling off. In West Virginia nearly 
all the new pools opened up during the 
past year that showed marked activity 
have been defined and current work is 
more or less routine in character. In 
Lincoln and Roane counties there is a 
heavy movement of material in antici- 
pation of winter and it is stated that 
many lease owners will keep the drill 
going throughout the cold weather. 
Work in Southeastern Ohio has shown 
no relaxation. The deep sand fields of 
Fairfield and Perry counties are rush- 
ing the drill, but few important com- 
pletions have lately come to light, 
Fairfield county has shown two wells 


Saturday 


in the gusher list, one doing 115 bar- 
rels and the other 100 barrels. The 


Kentucky-Tennessee fields show no im- 
portant returns. Most of the work has 
been confined to the Wayne county 
division, where four wells have been 
finished. Two of these were dry holes 
and the other two were small pro- 
ducers. A small well was completed 
in Clay county and some interest has 
been created in this section owing to 
facilities offered for handling the prod- 
uct. The upper Kentucky fields con- 
tributed nothing in the way of new 
productions. Outside of a few wild- 
cat wells, the only drilling at present 
is in Wolfe county. In Indiana nothing 
out of the ordinary is reported. The 
older producing sections have shown 
no new life, while the Oakland City 
field produced only two completions— 
one a gas well and the other good for 


100 barrels. No new strikes are re- 
ported in the mid-continent fields. 
There is little work in progress at the 


moment owing to the absence of many 
leading operators who are on vacation. 
The conviction that a second Glenn pool 
will be developed near Okmulgee has 
not wavered and considerable interest 
seems to be concentrated in this sec- 
tion. 


Refined and Products. 
The demand for refined has con- 
tinued active during the interval, al- 
though the volume of business for 





foreign account shows a falling off. 
Our record of clearances for the week 


indicates a total of 9,494,080 gallons, 
against 13,572,230 gallons, as noted in 


the previous report. The advance of 
the fall season has brought the usual 
improvement in domestic demand, and 
the market reflects a steady tone, with 
prices sustained at the former trading 
basis. 

Requirements for motor and gas en- 
gine requisites have kept the market 
for products in an animated condition, 
and shipments have been of sufficient 
proportions to keep stocks at a com- 
paratively low degree. 

The following tank steamers cleared 
from New York during the past week 
with refined petroleum and naphtha in 
bulk:—The British steamer Ottawa, 
for Flushing (for orders), with 1,241,- 
850 gallons refined; the British steamer 
Petroleine, for Cette, France, with 
1,153,900 gallons refined and 888,150 gal- 
lons naphtha; the German _ steamer 
Buffalo, for Flushing, Holland (for or- 
ders), with 2,613,300 gallons refined, and 
the German steamer Energie, also for 
Flushing, with 1,282,700 gallons refined. 
The British bark Calcium also sailed 
for Freetown, Africa, and nearby ports, 
with 25,000 cases refined oil. 

Advices regarding the Russian situa- 
tion indicate generally quiet trade con- 
ditions, with no important change in 
prices. Several flowing wells have re- 
cently appeared on the Baku fields, 
two of which are said to be worthy 
of notice. The flow, however, does not 
appear to be of a continuous nature. 
There is no change in the London and 
Liverpool markets, and business shows 
no unusual activity. Prices at Bom- 
bay, Karachi and Calcutta are steady, 


and a satisfactory volume of business 
has been in progress. Quotations at 
Shanghai and Yokohama show no 
deviation from the former operative 


basis. 
Paraffine Wax. 
There was if anything a slightly bet- 
ter tone to the market, due to a some- 


what better demand. The movement, 
however, was not such as to excite 
much attention, and business might 


again be quoted as of a routine charac- 
ter and void of any special feature. 
Offerings of the higher grades have not 
been heavy, and as the makers have 
been well sold ahead there has been

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Field Notes. 
SUNSET-MIDWAY. 

This district is being gradually extended and 
the output is being increased constantly. 
There is probably more wildcatting adjacent to 
this fleld than in any other part of the Btate. 
The reaching out toward the northwest by 
the Standard and other concerns has already 
been noted. A new concern has just com- 
menced drilling, 20 miles southeast of de 
velopments along the same range of hills. 
The Western Minerals Company is also drilling 
about eight miles southeast. Surface indica- 
tions are good, and success would open up 
an immense area 

On Section 28-32-23, Sunset field, the Stand- 
ard has reached a depth of 2,509 feet with a 
rotary rig, the deepest hole in this district 
with this method. No oil has yet been struck. 

The Oregon-Midway Oil Company, operating 
in the Midway, has been sued by several 
creditors and the ownership will probably 
change hands. The company has drilled sev- 
eral wells, but stopped drilling when a good 
water sand was encountered, and has_ been 
selling water. The latest developments in this 
section of the field indicate that if they had 
drilled deeper they would have struck oil. 

In the northern end of the field, near the 
Crandall-Mattson strike on Sections 31-31-23 
and 32-31-23, there are a dozen strings of 
tools running and that many new rigs up. 
All are going after the deep sand which lies 
between 1,800 and 2,000 feet. 

The Sunset-Monarch, on Section 26-12-24, 
Sunset, after drilling for more than a year 
has brought in a 200-barrel well at 1,475 feet. 
The location opens up about one-half mile of 
new stuff. . 

The Standard is running in the Sunset- 
Midway district at the present time about 
thirty strings of tools. Of these nearly | half 
are in what must be called wildcat territory. 
In the proven stuff the company is securing 
favorable results, and its runs for July—viz. 
187,000 barrels—show a gain of 30,000 barrels 
over June, which indicates that it is increasing 
its own production. 

The various properties of the Santa Fe in 
the Midway are about as active as those of the 
Standard, and this concern has 15 strings of 
tools in operation. Results are not as satis- 
factory as the management could wish, but 
the company has a monthly production from 
its property in the Fullerton field of 100,000 
barrels, and its Midway operations are largely 
in order to test the territory. The company 
paid $2,000,000 for their Midway holdings to 
the Chanslor-Canfield Company and _ others. 
They are now trying to find out whether 
or not they bought a gold brick. 

The northwestern end of the Midway, on 
Section 26-31-22, where the Standard is drill- 
ing, and on Section 24-31-22, where the Brook- 
shire Oil Company is drilling, is being closely 
watched by oil men. Both these concerns are 
about 2,000 feet deep, but both deny having 
struck oil. Both companies, however, have 
Within the last two weeks built two new 
rigs on their properties, which forces the be- 
lief that they have a good showing of ofl in 
their wells. 





COALINGA. 

As usual Coalinga leads all the other fields 
in every way, and is only held back from 
producing more oil by lack of means in get- 
ting the oil to market. It is believed that the 
field could produce now at least 1,500,000 bar- 
rels a*’month if forced to its maximum. The 
field will show a big increase in deliveries 
when the Associated and Union Hnes are 
finished. 

The Standard’s cut in price on heavy oil to 
40 cents has forced several producing com- 
panies into the Independent Agency, and now 
but one concern on the west side—the Lu 
cile Oil Company—is outside, and it owns its 
own line from its property to the railroad, 
its loading racks, and has always marketed 
its own product. This leaves very little oil 
which it is possible to buy at 40 cents a bar- 
rel. 
she Standard is getting ready to drill a num- 
ber of new wells on Section 28-19-15, and is 
also rigging up on Section 36-19-15. Section 
36 is in the far eastern edge of the district 
and some distance south of the light oil ter- 
ritory. If oil is found here it will probably 
be the high gravity stuff. 

Oil is now being received into the storage 
tanks of the Independent Transportation Com- 
pany from the fleld. Storage for 200,000 bar- 
rels will soon be completed. Rapid progress 
is being made on the main line south, 

The American Petroleum Company is mak- 
ing arrangements to start four more strings 
of tools on its properties here, increasing the 
total to ten strings. The company is now 
drilling on Sections 18-20-15, 19-20-15 and 30- 
20-15, and has a production of about 6,000 
barrels a day. The property was acquired 
only a year ago, nearly $2,000,000 being paid 
for 1,200 acres. 

The wildcat being drilled by the Blair Oil 
Company on Section 14-21-15, four miles south- 
west from Section 6-21-15, is down 1,400 feet, 
but has no showing as yet. 

McKITTRICK. 

Considering the small area in this field 
which is productive, it is one of the richest 
fields in the State. In the northern end of 
the fleld there are a group of 42 wells which 
produce 250,000 barrels a month. This is an 
average of about 200 barrels per day for 
each well. It is said there are 50 acres in this 
section which earn $1,000 per acre each month, 
a total for the fifty acres of $600,000 a year. 

The Madison Oil Company, which recently 
leased 80 acres from the Benedict Oi] Com- 
pany, on Section 11-30-21, has completed its 
No. 1, which is showing for a good well. The 
company now has three strings of tools run- 
ning and intends to fully develop the prop- 
erty. 

The Jackson Oil Company, on the same sec: 
tion, has just completed its first well, which 
is doing 150 barrels a day. 

SANTA MARIA. 

Those interested in oil are still waiting 
for the news that several more gushers like 
the Palmer No. 1 have been brought in in 
the Santa Maria field, but the news has not 
yet arrived. There are about fifteen drilling 
rigs in operation in the Cat Canyon district, 
but as yet no well outside the Palmer has 
been finished except one of the Union of very 
modest output. The Palmer well is now 
said to he away down in its production, hav- 
ing dropped from several thousand to a few 
hundred barrels a day. 

With seventy strings of tools running in the 
Santa Maria field, the output is slowly but 
surely declining. Water in several sections of 
the fleld is said to be responsible for the 
decline, and new production cannot be se- 
cured rapidly enough to offset the loss. And 
while it is still a big field it has probably 
seen its best day, unless operations in the Cat 
Canyon district produce better results than 
now seem likely. 

The Pinal Oil Company, which held a meet- 
ing last month to act in the matter of in- 
ereasing its capital stock, decided not to in- 
crease it. The money was to have been spent 
in acquiring new territory, but the same pur- 
pose is served by reducing the dividends from 
15 cents per month to 10 cents. The company 
has 25 producing wells, has five strings of 
tools in operation, and has just leased 24 
acres in the eastern extension. 

The Oreutt Oi! Company's No. 1, which was 
reported as being completed two weeks ago, is 


proving a good one and is holding up to! 





This district comprises probably a dozen or 
more pools, on none of which the production 
is large, but the quality of the oil being of a 
high gravity is valuable, and especially de- 
sirable for refining. All through Ventura 
county, on both sides of the Santa Clara val 
ley, are small groups of wells, all being 
pumped. No gusher has ever been drilled in 
the district, and the largest well never did 
more than 250 barrels. The majority of them 
do nearer W barrels. The three most active 
districts at present, as regards new work, 
are Newhall, Santa Paula and Fillmore, 

In the Fillmore (Little Lespe) pool, the pro 
ducers are agitating the subject of building a 
refinery near the railroad and refining their 
»wn oil, The production here now amounts to 
about 300 barrels a day and is all sold to Los 
Angeles refineries, 

In the Newhall pool, in Pico Canyon, where 
the Standard is operating, one of the old wells 
which was producing probably one barrel a 
day-—-was recently drilled 300 feet deeper, and 
is showing for at least 100 barrels a day. This 
property is the old Pacific Coast Oil Company’s, 
bought by the Standard about six years ago 
on account of the high gravity of the product. 
rhe Pacific Coast was one of the first concerns 
to drill in California and some of the wells 
m this tract, and still producing, were drilled 
thirty years ago. 

The Canadian Queen Oil Company is a new 
one in the Santa Paula pool. The company is 
now building its first rig and will spud in as 
soon as it is completed. This concern also has 
a forty-acre piece in the Sunset field. 

FULLERTON. 

There are several wells in this field which 
should be completed the present month, and the 
production will show an increase, in all prob- 
ability. The Union, Columbia and the Graham- 
Loftus companies will all complete one or more 
wells. The field is now developed from Olinda, 
he western end, to the old Punte field, eight 
niles to the east. No well yet drilled along 
he slope of the hills has been a failure, 

The operations of C. V. Hall near Olinda and 
the Syndicate Oil Company near Brea Canyon 
both have widened the belt to a considerable 
extent, as both are down from the hills on the 
more level ground. On the Hall property good 
wells are obtained at from 3,000 feet to 3,500 
feet, and the Syndicate—which is a test well— 
is_reported to have struck the sand at about 
1,700 feet. 

The Puente Oil Company, drilling in the 
western end of the field, where it is producing 
ibout 1,000 barrels a day of the light refining 
oil, is drilling a test well on its property. 
fhe hole is 4,200 feet deep, but no oil sand 
has been encountered below the one tapped by 
the other wells, which lies at about 1,200 feet. 

The two wells of the Orange Oil Company, 
which came in as gushers, have been troubling 
the owners ever since they were finished. The 
tremendous gas pressure is the cause, and 
the wells sand up so their production is only 
spasmodic, One is doing about 150 barrels and 
the other about 100 barrels. Both started off 
at 1,500 barrels. No, 3% is being drilled. 

WHITTIER. 


The Whittier field is at present in the lime- 
light on account of the strike of the Central 
Oil Company, which was made about two weeks 
ago, and which is probably the biggest well 
yet brought in at Whittier. This company’s 
No. 52 is an old well and has for a long time 
produced about thirty barrels of, high-gravity 
vil at about 1,800 feet. Recently the well was 
drilled to 3,200 feet, and the tremendous flow 
has astonished the owners. For several days, 
before the well could be capped, it flowed at the 
rate of 5,000 barrels. The flow subsided, but 
the moment an attempt was made to lower the 
tools it woukd begin flowing again. The 
latest reports from the well are to the effect 
that a packer has been put in which is expect- 
ed to regulate the flow and save the hole. This 
company's No, 51, drilling near No. 52, 1s said 
to be showing up as well as the latter did at 
the same depth. The company is running five 
strings. 

The Canadian Pacific Oil Company, operating 
directly west of the Central, which has been 
producing from a sand lying at about 2,000 feet, 
has decided to drill a deep well in the hope of 
striking the Central sand. 

The Murphy Oil Company’s wells in the 
Coyote Hills are all shut down at present, and 
no oil is being produced there. Nos, 1, 2 and 
3 are sanded up and No. 4, recently completed 
and producing 3,000 barrels a day, has the 
easing collapsed at 3,100 feet. During one 
particularly fierce flow everything in the hole 
was blown out and the outside water pressure 
caved in the pipe. This put a stop to further 
production.

News from the Mid-Continent Oil 
Fields. 

Independence, Kan., Sept. 7, 1909. 

Alexander Hamilton has gone to the Missis- 
sippi jetties, fourteen miles below New Or- 
leans, where he has taken charge of an oil 
station. Mr. Hamilton resigned as chief in- 
spector for the Interior Department for Okla- 
homa on September 1 to accept his new posi- 
tion. His successor has not yet been an- 
nounced. He was in charge of the Muskogee 
refinery before he became inspector, and comes 
from a family of oil men, He has two sons- 
in-law in charge of refineries. 

Jchn E. McGuire, one of the best-known 
producers in the mid-continent field, died at 
his home in Weston, W. Va., aged about 50 
years. The cause of his death was stomach 
trouble. 

The Wichita Company has just completed 
1 three-inch main five miles west of Wichita 
to Mt. Hope, a town of 1,500 people, where it 
has 250 consumers. 

A. P. McBride's New State Oil Company has 
completed No. 2 well on the Seacrest land in 
7-27-13. It is a shallow sand well, stopping 
in a 25-foot sand at 550 feet, and is good for 
25 barrels a day. No. 3 is now drilling. Mr. 
McBride’s Volunteer Oil Company is getting 
some fine wells on the Bruner lease in 29-18-12, 
North Glenn Pool district. No. 4, just com- 
pleted in 55 feet of sand, is good for 350 bar- 
rels’ initial production, The well showed for 
8,000,000 feet of gas in the Redfork sand. No, 
5 will be drilled at once. 

The Duquesne Oil and Gas Company, which 
has been operating up to this time for the 
most part in the Creek Nation, is now doing 
considerable development in the Cherokee.

Marshall, Ill., Sept. 8, 1909. 
There is a lull in development work in the

Much work 
of the wildcat nature is under way, but so 
far poor results have been obtained. The last 
venture to show any indications of petroleum 


is a wildeat well drilled near Carlinville, in 
Macoupin county, about the centre of the 
State.

natured Alcohol, 


Washington, Sept. 10, 1909. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has authorized a comprehensive revision 
of Form 585, which is the blank upon 
which manufacturers or bonded dealers 
give notice to local collectors of internal 
revenue of the receipt of specially dena- 
tured alcohol. The new form is somewhat 
simplified, the object of the bureau be- 
ing to do everything in its power to facili- 
tate the utilization of industrial spirits 
poth completely and specially denatured. 
The Commissioner’s letter, addressed to 
an Eastern collector, promulgating the 
new form, is as follows:—

Production and Utilization of Graph- 
ite in Germany. 


Washington, Sept. 9, 1909. 

Replying to inquiries submitted by cer- 
tain American manufacturers of lubri- 
cants, Consul-General Robert P. Skinner 
has forwarded to the Bureau of Manufac- 
tures the following data concerning the 
production and utilization of graphite in 
Germany :— 


Graphite is obtained in Bavaria and Bo- 
hemia, although the best pencil graphite is 
apparently received from Ceylon and Siberia; 
it is also imported from the United States, 
Japan, China, Australia, Mexico, Great Brit- 
ain, Italy, Sweden, Belgium and France. The 
imports of graphite into Germany from all 


countries amounted to 29,398 tons in 1907 and 
24.491 tons in 1908. The importations at Ham- 
burg for 1908 have not yet appeared, but the 
imports in 1907 amounted to 5,421 tons, valued 


at $608,183, of which 583 tons, valued at 
$104,765, were from the United States. 
The average content in pure carbon of the 


crude graphite known in this market is as fol- 


lows:—Select, 78.14 per cent.; prime, 67.3 per 
cent.: seconds, 54.1 per cent setter grades 
may be obtained, however. The average prices 
run about as follows, per 100 kilos (220 


pounds) :—Bohemian, washed and finely ground, 
$2.50; Bohemian, in pieces, $2.85; Ceylon, finely 
ground, $4.28; Ceylon, carefully cleaned, $28.56; 
Ceylon, cleaned with fluor acid, $69. 

The purposes to which graphite is applied in 
this country are largely as follows:—For mix- 
ing with clay as crucible lining. This lining 
cannot be melted and is almost incombustible.

hot or which are exposed to such great cold 
that oil cannot be used for lubricating pur- 
poses; for blackening iron for the prevention 
of rust and for the blackening of leather. Dies 
which are to receive a metal coating by gal- 
vanic processes in galvano-plastic work are 
first rubbed with graphite. Artificial graphite, 
which is detached from pig iron and from 
the retorts of gas works, is made into eiec- 
trodes and is used for the manufacture of arc- 


light pencils. For the manufacture of lead 
pencils large quantities of graphite are con- 
sumed. 

The retort graphite, which is very rich in 


carbon, and which forms itself on the growing 


walls of retorts in a firm and thick layer, is 
used more particularly in the manufacture of 
earbon crucibles and carbon electrodes. The 


average prices are as follows, per 220 pounds:— 








In pieces, $4.82; granulated, $16.85; prepared, 
$21.64. It is impossible to ascertain the total 
number of dry batteries manufactured per 


annum in Germany, and equally impossible to 
ascertain the consumption of carbon electrodes.

6d.@13s. and, with a continuance in demand, 
supported by a smaller crop than generally 
estimated, advices from primary centres con- 
tinued to strengthen in tone until 14s. was 
asked from Salonica. Constantinople came in 
confirming the stringency and counseling Lon- 
don agents to hold aloof in the belief that the 
market would go even higher, the advent of 
a prominent London operator at Constantinople 
being pointed to in support of that belief.

As the season advances there is no- 


ticeable a slow but steady improve- 
ment in the market as a whole. De- 
mand has been brisker in some lines 


which have hitherto been particularly 
quiet, and in others buyers generally 
have shown more interest. As a rule 
they show still some conservatism, but 
it is evident that while they are pro- 
ceeding cautiously they are not over- 
burdened with stock, so that, speak- 
ing generally, the market may be 
said to be in a healthy condition, 
with good prospects ahead. A notable 
feature of the week has been the 
continued advance of opium, which is 
now quoted at from $4.85 to $5.10 in 
cases, as to quantity and seller. This 
makes a substantial rise within the 
last fortnight and is attributed to a 
crop shortage in the primary market. 
The higher cost of opium brought with 


it an advance in morphine and co- 
deine, which have been marked up 
25c. and 35c., respectively. The ad- 
vancing market for these products 
has stirred up some buying inter- 
est and the movement in opium and 
its derivatives has shown more life 


than for some time. Quinine remains 
quiet at previous quotations. A _ no- 
table advance, too, was made in san- 
tonine, which has been marked up $3.50, 
or about double its former value. The 
advance is attributed to a corner in 
the product. Menthol was advanced 
5c, in accordance with higher prices 
prevailing abroad. The seed mar- 
ket gave evidence of a_ stronger 
position and some of the leading lines 
were quotably higher. Other items to 
be marked up were dynamite, nitrate 


of silver, sugar of milk, Bourbon 
beans, damiana and soap bark. There 
were few declines. The principal items 
to fall off were rochelle salts and 
seidlitz mixtures, which declined ‘ec. 


Unbleached ginger was also quotably 
lower. Price changes for the week are 
summarized as follows:—

The primary markets continue to ad- 
vance, and the situation is reported 


again as very firm at the higher pre- 
vailing prices. Our correspondent ca- 
bles us to this effect, and quotes the 
Smyrna market at 14s.@14s, 6d., which 
is an advance over last week’s figures 
of 2 shillings. At Constantinople we 
learn by cable that that market closed 
firm at from 14s. 9d. to 15s. 6d, for soft 
and at 138s. 6d.@14s. for druggists. 
One hundred and thirty-five cases of 
the latter were sold. The prices repre- 
sent an advance during the week of 
from 1s. to 1s. 9d. for soft and from 
ls, to 1s. 6d, for druggists’ grades. Late 
letter advices from Smyrna report an 
active market with a strong advancing 
tendency, which has since been con- 
firmed by cable. The crop is said to be 
now reduced to 5,000 cases at about 
2,000 less than expected early in the 
season, and the shortage is attributed 
to hot, dry weather during July and 
early August. In the local trade it is 
thought also that speculative manipu- 
lation’ may have had something to do 
with the advance. In keeping with con- 
ditions at primary points, local dealers 


and importers have advanced their 
prices. In some quarters cases were 
quoted as high as $5@5.10, according 


to quantity, but the price could prob- 
ably be shaded to $4.85@4.90. Powdered 
opium was advanced to $5.75@5.80. The 
rising tendency of the market, as 
usual, brought out a number of buyers 
and business was at least moderately 
active.

The consuming demand for Angos- 
tura tonka beans continues of season- 
able proportions. More inquiry is 
noted, however, and the market is 
somewhat firmer. Offers are made at 
the previous level of $1.10@1.15. Our 
correspondent writes as follows on the 
trench situation:— 

Paris, Aug. 31, 1909. 

The Bourbon vanilla market has been rather 
quiet during June and July, but since August 
15 several demands, especially from the States, 
have brought some business. 

Cheap grades have been sold at rather high 
rates from 2.25 to 2.50, and now 2.75 should be 
paid on account of the very small stock on 
our side of such qualities which are always 
preferred by the American market. 

The stock left in Europe is smaller 
has been since a very long time before the 
arrival of the new crop, and this condition, 
added to the reduction in quantity of the next 
crop, will probably bring a higher market.

High prices have already been paid at the 
islands for several small lots of very fine 
quality, and the growers intend to sell at 
prices ranging from 88 to 44 francs for head 


and tail lots. 

Important offers of Mexican beans have been 
made on our market by a New York firm for 
goods to arrive from September to November. 
some business has been done, but not, how 
ever, in the proportion of the offers made, our 
market being a small one for the consumption 
of Mexican ‘beans, and any effort to sell big 
quantities of them brings a decline. The stock 
in France of Mexicans may be of 10-12 tons, 
and 2-3 tons are sold to this market and will 
arrive in October, increasing the present stock. 


Tahiti beans are quoted at 5.50 francs for 
prompt shipment and 6.75 francs on spot.

Continued firmness is in evidence in 
the trading in cubebs, and, although 
the demand is confined to the current or 
near future requirements of consum- 
ers, there is more disposition to antici- 
pate. 

There has been no appreciable change 
in the conditions governing junipers. As 
heretofore, offers are light and the gen- 
eral tendency seems to be for a higher 
market, Sales are made at 4%@b5c., 
but in ene quarter 4%c. would be ac- 
cepted. 

There continues to be a shortage of 
prickly ash berries, but sales in the 
local market have been reported at 25c. 

Essential Oils. 


With the month well under way busi- 
ness continues to show slight improve- 
ment from week to week, but taken in 
whole the local market is still rather 
quiet and routine. Inquiries for future 
deliveries continue to accumulate, but 
there seems to be more or less inclina- 
tion, on the part of the consumers to 
feel the market rather than to commit 
themselves. The status of the orange 
oil situation is without change. No one 
seems to be sufficiently interested or 
in urgent need of supplies to bring a 
test case, and all of the recent impor- 
tations are stated to still be in bond. 
Nothing of an official nature has been 
received from Washington in regard to 
the matter. As there is but a small 
demand for spot orange importers are 
apparently not at all inconvenienced by 
the delay. The Sicilian essences locally 
are without quotable changes of any 
sort, and the demand for prompt ship- 
ment is still rather backward.

Petroleum in Burma. 


Consul E. A. Wakefield, of Rangoon, 
reports as follows on the oil fields of 
Burma and the conditions under which 
they are exploited, together with the oil 


trade of the province, exports and im- 
ports :— 
While the ofl fields of Burma have been 


worked since the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, it is only since 1889 that the industry 
has been operated with modern appliances and 
in a businesslike manner. Prior to that date 
the work was carried on spasmodically by the 
Burmese hereditary oil diggers. The richest 
oil-bearing tract of Burma lies in the valley 
of the Irrawaddy, in upper Burma, in the 
southern portion of the dry zone. Considerable 
il ss still obtained from wells dug by native 
labor, but the principal output is from wells 
‘egularly drilled with modern machinery. The 
‘utput of the hereditary well lessees is pur- 
hased by the refining companies at varying 
vices. A royalty is paid to the government 
16 cents per 100 viss (365 pounds) in: the 
ase of early leases, and 16 cents per 40 gallons 
n later ones. A system of pipe lines has been 
nstalled. The first section was about forty- 
ive miles in length, connecting the fields at 
Singu and Yenangyat with Yenangyaung, and 
pumping stations were installed at Singu and 
Yenangyat. About the same time another line 
Was constructed to convey the oil from the 
tank boats to refineries. 

As both these lines were 
fully, the construction of a 
Yenangyaung to Rangoon, a 


operated success- 
pipe line from 
distance of 275 


miles, was begun early in 1907. This line is 
now completed and will materially lessen the 
cost of transporting oil from the fields to the 


refineries. There are four pumping stations 
on this line, each connected with Yenangyaung 
and Rangoon by telegraph. 

Oil is also produced in the districts of 
Kyankpyu, Akyab and Thayetmyo. Prospecting 
is continually going on, and there 1s no doubt 
that there are many valuable fields as yet un- 
discovered or undeveloped. 


From the Cheduba wells, in the Kyankpyu 
district, a thick dark-colored oil is obtained 
which is used for burning, for covering the 
bottom of boats and as wood varnish. The 
amount obtained from these wells is, however, 
quite insignificant. The methods used in ob 
tainig this oil are primitive and wasteful. 


The earth is turned up to a depth of,two feet 
about twenty square yards, 


over a surface of 
yround which a bank of soil is raised, forming 
during the rains a shallow pond. The oil ris- 


the surface of this pond is skimmed, 
up with cocoanut shells and placed in 
earthen pots. This operation takes place at 
daybreak, when the temperature is lowest, as 
during the heat of the day it is nearly or quite 
impossible to separate the oil from the water. 
In the months of March and April these ponds 
gradually dry up, and the bottom of the pond 
is again dug up and prepared as in the first 
instance. The deeper the pond is dug the 
greater the season's product. 

Some of the native hereditary oil reserves are 
f considerable importance, but as they are 
usually worked in the most primitive manner 
the yield is small compared with the output 
of the English firms, and there is always the 
langer that the methods of extraction may 
reduce the permanent output. 

Two or these native reserves are of decided 
importance—the Twingone, about 300 acres in 
extent, and the Beme, containing about 160 
acres The number of private wells and well 
sites in these two reserves is now over 3,700. 
Of this number, however, some 1,500 have 
been temporarily taken over by the government 
for non-observance of regulations, 

At present the best-known and developed fiel4 
is at Yenangyaung, the average daily output 
being ahout 15,000 viss (54.750 pounds). 

There are other newer fields being developed, 
constantly  in- 


ing to 
scooped 


which are producing oil in 
creasing quantities, notably the ones pre- 
viously mentioned at Singu and Yenangyat. 


In Singu township oil was first struck October 
30, 1901, and the output has been steadily in- 
ereasing since that date. The oil produced 
from these wells has an extraordinarily low 
flashing point (below 40 degrees F.). while the 
specific gravity of the oil is 0.8247. At the 
engaged in 


present time nine companies are 

the extraction or refining of petroleum, with 
a combined capital of $22,700,000, The value 
of the unrefined oil produced in 1901 was 


$983,551, and in 1907, $2,917,895. 

The output of the Burma oil fields is all dis- 
posed of in Burma or other provinces of India. 
For the three years from 1903-4 to 1905-6 
a considerable amount of oil was exported, 
principally to the Far East. With the excep- 
tion of that period the oil dealers have con- 
fined themselves to the Indian market, 

A considerable quantity of high-grade oil is 
imported into Burma, principally from the 
United States. In 1907-8 the imports amounted 


to 2.230592 gallons valued at $407,048, of 


which 2.188.442 gallons, valued at $396,693, 
were from the United States. 

Burma's trade in oil with different parts of 
India, excluding the trade of Rangoon and 


in 1901-2 was 16.542.432 gallons, valued 
and in 1907-8 it was 69,464,772 
gallons, valued at $7,218,390. The Burma Oil 
Company has enlarged its refineries for the 
purpose of sunplving fuel oil to the British ad- 
miralty, and it is expected that large shipments 
of this commodity will be made in the future. 
EXPORTS OF BY-PRODUCTS. 

Theer is an increasingly large export trade 
in the by-products obtained from crude petro- 
leum, such as paraffine wax and mineral oils. 
These exports were as follows in 1907-8:— 
Candles, 07,512 pounds, valued at $486,771, of 
which 661,000 pounds, valued at $60,000, went 
to the Philippines; wax, 74,205 hundredweight, 
valued at $547,411, of which $35,000 worth 
went to the United States and $12,000 to the 


Philippines. 

Whether correct or not, the impression ap- 
pears to prevail that none but British subiects 
will be permitted to operate in the oil fields 
as lessees or proprietors, 

There are between seventy-five and one hun- 
dred Americans engaged with the various com- 
panies, and the opportunity to increase the 
sales of American machinery should not’ be 
overlooked,

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


The interval has been productive of 
little material change in the industrial 
world. Reports at hand from various 
manufacturing points are almost unan- 
imous in expressing improved business 
conditions, but it is stated that the im- 
provement is gradual and hardly dis- 
cernible from week to week. The steel 
and kindred industries continue to lead 
in the extent of activity, and business 
is apparently restored to a normal 
basis. Advices from the textile mills 
are very encouraging and denote pros- 
perity in practically every’ branch. 
Since the turn of the month the glass 
industry has shown improvement, and 
there has been the usual opening of 
plants in most of the glassmaking sec- 
tions of the country. Low water is still 
responsible for curtailed activity in the 
paper industry, but little real com- 
plaint is heard, and the lull in produc- 
tion promises to be only temporary. 
No relaxation can be noted in construc- 
tion work, and activity in the building 
trades is being favorably reflected in 
the demand for all classes of building 
materials. Reviewing trade conditions 
as a whole, the industrial world ex- 
presses satisfaction, especially as the 
trade barometer, the stock market, in- 
dicated the return of such conditions 
long before they made_ themselves 
manifested. 

The market for 
quoted at 3% per cent. 
and 3%@4 per cent. for six months. 
Call money on the Stock Exchange 
has ranged from 2@2\% per cent., Fri- 
day's close being 2 per cent. The 
higher grades of mercantile paper are 
held at 4@4% per cent. for choice four 
and six months’ single names, 44%4@5} 
per cent, for others.

A downward tendency has character- 
ized the securities market during the 
interval, and losses have been recorded 
in many of the leading issues. Bearish 
operations have been conducted on a 
larger scale than of late, and these 
combined with liquidation were respon- 
sible for the market’s movement. A 
late rally offset part of the early 
losses, but the close was unsettled, with 
sentiment very much mixed.

Chemical trade conditions have not 
changed materially from those noted in 
our previous report. Inquiries from the 
glass, paper, textile and many other 
consuming industries have been pro- 
ductive of new business, and in quite 
a few instances contracts have ex- 
tended over 1910. Trade expressions in- 
dicate a slow but persistant improve- 
ment in the spot demand, and the 
market seems to be shaping itself for 
sustained activity during the late fall 
and winter months. The heavy chem- 
icals are in the lead as far as actual 
sales are concerned, and prices of all 
descriptions have been fully maintain- 
ed. The acids are moving freely on old 
contracts, but consumers have not 
shown any urgent disposition to book 
a head. The recent unsettled price 
movements in oxalic acid have retarded 
heavy purchases, and buyers appear 
content to await future developments. 
Judging from opinions in some quarters 
there is no prospect of a scarcity of 
oxalic acid for at least a year. Under 
the miscellaneous chemicals there has 
been no important price variations to 
note. The chlorates have shown the 
usual increased demand which occurs 
during the fall months, White arsenic 
is still neglected on spot. Carbonate of 
potash is rather easy under small ac- 
cumulations. Chloride of barium is of- 
fered ex-dock at $35. A detailed report 
of the principal items of chemical in- 
terest is indicated below, together with 
a summary of the Liverpool chemical 
a summary of the Liverpool and Ant- 
werp. chemical markets:— 

Heavy Chemicals. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Trade 
conditions in this chemical are de- 
scribed with improved sentiment, and 
the advance of the fall season is 
counted upon to establish a heavy vol- 
ume of business. The current contract 
movement is of steady proportions, and 
dealers report a freer run of new sales 
covering wants over this and next year, 
Makers ask Ic. for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs 
f. 0. b. works, and an advance of .20c. 
all around for goods delivered in this 
section, less usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Continued 
heavy arrivals have been productive of 
freer supplies on spot, and offerings for 
immediate shipment are said to be 
slightly heavier. The market, however, 
shows no relaxation of stability, and 
prices remain unchanged on tle basis 
of 1.30@1.35c. for small lots of standard 
makes, according to seller, brand and 
terms of sale. Car lots of English and 
German are held at 1.25c. and 1.20¢e., 
respectively. : 

CAUSTIC SODA.—In leading quar- 
ters it was stated that a fair volume 
of business has been placed, since the 
turn of the month, for shipment over 
1910. The glass, soap and paper in- 
dustries have all shown interest, and 
trade expressions indicate confidence in 
the fall outlook for business. Small 
lots of spot goods are held at 1.75@ 
1.80c. on the basis of 60 per cent. for 
70@74 per cent, and 60 per cent, at 1.85 
@2ec. Car lots are available from 1.72% 
@1.82\%c., according to test. Powdered 
is quoted at 2%@3c., as to test, quantity 
and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—The interval has been 
productive of contract renewals, and 
new sales for delivery over this and 
next year, and the market presents a 
fairly animated appearance. The oper- 
ating basis is steady at .40@.42c., ac- 
cording to quantity and terms of sale, 

SAL SODA.—The fall season has 
brought the usual increase in inquiries 
for future wants, and the paper, tex- 
tile and other large consuming indus- 
tries are said to be well represented. 
Prices are without perceptible change. 
Makers quoting .60c. and up f. o. 
for barrels, less the usual discount 
terms. Spot lots of concentrated are 
available on the basis of 15%c. ane up, 
according to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale, 

SODA ASH.—The improvement noted 
in our previous report has been sus- 
tained during the interval, and business 
is said to show a measurable increase 
both for prompt and future wants. 
The demand is well distributed; and the 
market reflects a very firm tone. Light 
58 per cent, in bags is quoted at 77c. 
in car lots and less than car lots up to 
92%c., on the basis of 48 per cent. Bar- 
rels are held at 82%c.@$1, as to quan- 
tity. 

Acids. 

ACETIC.—A_ steady market con- 
tinues to prevail, but trade expressions 
indicate that current business is mast- 
ly restricted to moderate quantities. 
The white lead and paint makers are 
receiving the bulk of their requirements 
through regular contract channels, and 
stocks are kept at a comparatively low 
degree in first hands. Spot 28 per cent. 
is held at 2.35¢c. for car lots and 2.50c. 
for smaller quantities. 

MURIATIC.—The movement is largely 
restricted to existing contracts, and the 
market is devoid of new or important 





feature. Prices are uniformally steady 
on the basis of previous quotations. 
Spot goods are quoted at 1.15c. and up 
for 18 degrees, according to quantity 
and seller. 

INITRIC.—Makers report no material 
change in trade conditions, and the 
local market remains quiet at previ- 
ous prices. Consumers are satisfied to 
purchase for current wants, but round 
lots continue more or less neglected. 
Spot goods are available at 3%@4'%c. 
for 36 degrees, depending on seller and 
quality. 

OXALIC.—The recent fluctuations in 
prices seem to have had a retarding 
influence on buying operations and the 
week’s business has been conducted on 
a comparatively small scale. Offerings 
on spot are rather free at former quo- 
tations, and the market presents an 
easy appearance. Small sales are re- 
ported from 74@8c., according to quan- 
tity, brand and seller. 

SULPHURIC.—A steady movement is 
reported into channels of consumption 
and, while new sales have not involved 
many lots of magnitude, the aggregate 
of small transactions is quite satisfac- 
tory. Spot goods are held at $1 for 66 
degrees and 90c. for 60 degrees. 

TARTARIC. — Conditions governing 
this market present little of noteworthy 
interest, and former quotations may be 
repeated. Activity at the moment ap- 
pears to be vested in moderate quan- 
tities, and a fair business is said to 
be in progress. Dealers quote 244%@25c, 
for crystals and 24%@25\4c. for pow- 
dered, according to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. Cream of tartar is held 
on the basis of 21%@22c. for crystals 
and 22@22%c. for powdered, as _ to 
quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
kegs of both varieties are held at ec. 
higher. 

Miscellaneous. 

ACETATE OF LIME.—At leading 
quarters it was stated that business 
shows no unusual activity. Foreign 
consumers are still indifferent about 
buying extensively and sales are large- 
ly confined to domestic interests. Deal- 
ers quote 1.75@1.80c. for gray, accord- 
ing to quantity. 

ALUM.—The demand reflects a fair 
degree of activity, with additional sales 
noted both for prompt and future ship- 
ments. Withdrawals for paper and 
textile uses are steady and production 
is finding ready sources of distribution. 
Dealers quote 1.75@2c. for lump, 1.85@ 
2e. for ground, and 3@4c. for powdered, 
as to quantity, dealer and terms of 
sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—There is little of 
new interest to report in the market. 
Business is of fair seasonable volume, 
but individual sales are small and con- 
fined largely to actual requirements. 
Values are unchanged on the forme 
basis of 4%c. for drums and 5%c. for 
carboys in car lots for 26 degrees, 
small quantities commanding the us- 
ual premium. 

ARSENIC.—Dealers report a quiet 
m.arket, with conditions practically the 
same as previously noted. In some 
quarters a better inquiry was noted 
from the glassinakers, Lut no business 
of magnitude could be traced. Foreign 
advices indicate renewed activity at 
Cornwall and the Calstock mining dis- 
trict, and production is expected to 
equal 50 to 100 tons a month. Foreign 
shipments of prime goods are quoted 
at 3%c., but 2%c. is said to be accept- 
able on spot for round lots. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The consuming 
demand is rather quiet at the moment 
and business is confined mostly within 
the limits of current requirements, The 
metal remains about steady at former 
prices, and the market for the product 
reflects a fair degree of strength.

CAUSTIC POTASH.—The usual run 
of orders incident to this period of the 
year have been placed, and the textile, 
paper and soap industries are said to 
have booked quite freely for future 
wants. Supplies on spot are moderate 
and prices remain firm, Ordinary 45 to 
9¢ per cent, is quoted at 3%@5%c. New 
process electrolytic 90 per cent. is held 
at 6c, for 10 drums or more, 6%@6\c. 
for lots containing 5 to 10 drums, and 
6%ec. for single drums in packages 
amounting to 250 kilos.

Baltimore Fertilizer Market. 
Baltimore, Sept. 9, 1909. 

The past week has been without develop- 
merts of consequence in the fertilizer trade. 
It is yet too early in the season for any special 
movement to make itself felt. The factories 
ecntinue to be busy shipping out fertilizers 
under the contracts in hand, and give little 
or no attention to the market for ingredients, 
which is moving along without a striking fea- 
ture, Perhaps not until the end of the present 





month will there be a material change in the 
situation. The market remains firm, however, 
with the sellers indifferent to the existing lull, 
and disposed to wait until the needs of the 
factories shall force them into the market and 
bring out offers to buy. 

FISH SCRAP.—There has been nothing this 
week to interfere with the operations of the 
menhaden fleet. No high winds prevailed, and 
the weather was generally fair, without any 
haze thick enough to work against the free 
mevement of boats. The catch of fish, there- 
fore, shows some increase over several of the 
previous weeks, though, with respect to the 
quality of the fish, it is to be repeated that 
they are poor and yielding little or no oil.

FAITH—WILL CONSIDER ANY 
SPECIAL FORMULA. 

Washington, Sept. 10, 1909. 


Upon application of the collector of cus- 
toms at Baltimore, who acted upon the 
request of an importer, the Treasury 
Department has added another formula 
for the denaturing of olive oil in addition 
to those which were recently prescribed. 
Paragraph 639 of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
act of August 5, 1909, provides for the free 
entry of “olive oil rendered unfit for use 
as food or for any but mechanical or 
manufacturing purposes, by such means 
as shall be satisfactory to the Secretary 
of the Treasury and under regulations to 
be prescribed by him.” 

Olive oil to be entitled to entry under 
the foregoing provisions of law either 
must have been denatured abroad in such 
a manner as to satisfy the collector that 
it is permanently unfit for use as food or 
for any but mechanical or manufacturing 





purposes, or it must be denatured after 
arrival, under customs supervision, and 
at the expense of the importer by the 
methods and formulas prescribed by the 
department either in the general instruc- 
tions sent to all collectors on August 
20 and which have heretofore appeared in 
the Reporter or by methods and formulas 
to be hereafter prescribed. 

The department will from time to time 
prescribe additional formulas, and_ will 
consider any formula for special dena- 
turation that may be submitted by any 
manufacturer. To insure the protection 
of the revenue, 100 per cent. of all olive 
oil claimed to be inedible, or to have been 
denatured abroad, will be sampled. In 
addition no olive oil will be released free 
of duty under paragraph 639 until the 
owner or consignee shall have filed with 
the collector of customs an affidavit set- 
ting forth that the olive oil is permanent- 
ly unfit for food and is specially imported 
in good faith for manufacturing purposes. 

The new formulas prescribed upon ap- 
plication of the collector of customs at 
3altimore are as follows:— 

“Referring to T, D. of the 20th ultimo, ad- 
ditional formulas for the denaturing of olive 
oil are prescribed as follows:— 

“To one hundred gallons of 
denatured add any of the 


olive oil to be 
following  sub- 


sixteen ounces oil of rosemary. 
Six ounces oleo resin capsicum.’
